At 11:00 a.m., 11/25/63, while talking to the 
Bureau on another matter, ASAC SYLVESTER talked to Dr. GEORGE 
DINGLE, handwriting examiner in FBI Laboratory. 

DINGLE advised that the handwriting on the application 
to purchase a rifle from Klein's in Chicago in the name of HIDELL 
had been positively identified as identical with the known hand- 
writing of OSWALD. 

DINGLE also advised that the money order made out to 
Klein’s in amount of $21.45 bearing name A. HIDELL had ® ls ° 
been identified as being prepared by OSWALD through handwriting. 

DINGLE indicated there was no further urgent need for 
additional handwriting specimens. 
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
